The  Directors  beg  to  submit  their  Seventy-eighth  Annual 
Report. 

Since  the  last  Annual  Court  of  the  Directors,  the  Committee 
of  Management  have  feued  four  lots  of  ground,  one  on  the  west 
side  of  Baldovan  Terrace,  extending  to  33  poles  28  yards  or 
thereby ;  another,  also  on  the  west  side  of  Baldovan  Terrace, 
extending  to  upwards  of  30  poles ;  another  on  the  east  side  of 
Baldovan  Terrace,  extending  to  fully  34  poles ;  and  another  at 
the  corner  of  Eliza  Street  and  Dura  Street,  extending  to  fully 
16  poles. 

The  Committee  also  sold  in  March  last  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  of  Maryfield  Chapel  a  piece  of  ground  to  the 
north  of  the  Chapel,  and  measuring  fully  14§  poles  for  the  sum  of 
£436,  payable  at  Whitsunday  1899.  The  amount  of  unfeued 
ground  at  this  date  is  fully  an  acre  and  a  half. 

In  February  last  the  Committee  of  Management,  acting  under 
the  remit  made  to  them  by  the  Directors  at  the  last  Annual 
Court,  sold  the  superiorities  of  three  lots  of  ground  for 
£3,169.  11s.  3d.,  being  35  J  years’  purchase.  In  March  last  they 
sold  the  superiorities  of  two  other  lots  of  ground  for 
£1,866.  3s.  6d.,  being  34  years’  purchase.  The  price  of  the 
Feu-duties  sold,  less  expenses,  was  paid  into  Bank  to  the 
credit  of  the  Building  Account.  This  Account  now  stands  at 
£15,578.  4s.  Id. 
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The  Committee  of  Management  have  appointed  Dr.  F. 
Gardiner,  Inverness,  as  an  additional  Medical  Assistant. 

The  Electric  Light  installation  at  the  Asylum  has  been 
completed,  and  has  proved  highly  satisfactory. 

In  October  last  the  Directors  received  from  the  Trustees  of 
the  late  Mrs  Agnes  Webb,  Lochee,  a  Donation  of  £100  from 
the  residue  of  her  estate.  Several  smaller  donations,  amounting 
in  all  to  £42.  7s.,  have  also  been  received  during  the  year. 

The  Directors  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  Farm,  which 
last  year  shewed  a  profit  of  £74.  17s.  lid,  this  year  shews  a  profit 
of  £287.  9s.  8d.  The  Directors  are  indebted  to  Mr  W.  F. 
Bell  for  the  care  and  attention  he  has  bestowed  on  the  farm 
during  the  year. 

Numerous  improvements  have  been  made  at  the  Asylum  at 
Westgreen  since  the  date  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting.  In 
particular,  a  new  8-inch  Water  Pipe  has  been  laid  from  the 
new  Water  Main  at  the  junction  of  Coupar  Angus  and  Liff 
Boacls,  which  provides  a  large  and  sufficient  supply  of  water  to 
the  Institution.  Two  of  the  .gable  walls  have  been  carried 
through  the  roof  to  afford  protection  in  the  event  of  fire,  and  a  new 
chimney  stalk  has  been  erected.  The  Lavatories  on  the  female 
side  on  the  ground  floor  have  been  renovated  and  modernized, 
and  it  is  intended  to  proceed  with  the  other  lavatories  on  the 
same  lines.  The  female  side  of  the  house  (main  building), 
the  Dining  Hall,  and  Administrative  Department  are  at  present 
being  repainted  and  papered,  and  a  quantity  of  new  furniture  has 
been  procured  both  for  the  Asylum  and  for  Gray  House. 

The  necessity  of  providing  additional  accommodation  for 
private  patients  has  engaged  the  attention  of  the  Board  during  the 
year.  The  Committee  of  Management,  acting  under  instructions 
from  the  Quarterly  Court  held  in  October  last,  fully  considered 
the  subject,  and  instructed  the  Architect  to  prepare  plans  for  the 
erection  of  a  separate  building  for  private  patients.  These  plans 
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oi were  submitted  to  the  General  Board  of  Lunacy,  who  expressed 
illtheir  satisfaction  with  them  and  made  various  suggestions,  also 
.  /advising  the  Committee  to  visit  two  of  the  most  recently  erected 
[MAsylums,  which  they  accordingly  did.  The  Architect  thereafter 
^submitted  to  the  Committee  amended  plans  of  the  proposed  new 
1  building,  giving  effect  to  the  various  recommendations  made  by  the 
ijGeneral  Board  of  Lunacy.  At  the  Quarterly  Court  held  in 
a  January  last,  the  Committee’s  Report  was  adopted,  and  it  was 
ilremitted  to  the  Committee  to  take  in  Tenders  for  the  works  and 
) qreport.  This  was  done,  and  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Board  was 
held  on  the  23rd  of  March  last  to  consider  the  Committee’s 
Report  and  resolve  in  regard  thereto.  In  consequence,  however, 
of  a  Letter  received  from  the  General  Board  of  Lunacy,  the  Board 
?  adopted  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  that  their  Report 
i  on  the  Tenders  for  the  erection  of  the  private  asylum  should 
( not  in  the  meantime  be  received. 


The  Directors  were  somewhat  surprised  at  receiving  this 
:  3  Letter  from  the  General  Board  of  Lunacy,  as  they  have 
t {■(  repeatedly  urged  on  the  Directors  the  necessity  of  providing  the 
J  additional  accommodation  supplied  by  the  Plans  which  have 
f  been  prepared  and  approved  of.  A  Letter  embodying  the 
o,  views  of  the  Directors  was  sent  to  the  General  Board  of 
j  Lunacy  on  28th  March  last,  a  copy  ol  which  is  contained 
i  in  the  Minutes. 


The  Dundee  Combination  Parish  Council  some  time  ago 
presented  a  Memorial  to  the  General  Board  of  Lunacy,  praying 
the  Board  to  constitute  the  Dundee  Parish  Council  into  a 
Lunacy  District  under  the  provisions  of  “  The  Lunacy  Districts 
(Scotland)  Act,  1887."  The  Lunacy  Board  sent  the  Directors 
a  copy  of  this  Memorial,  stating  that  they  would  be  glad  to 
receive  such  written  observations  in  regard  to  the  application  as 
the  Directors  might  think  proper  to  make. 


A  copy  of  the  Directors’  reply  will  be  found  in  the  Minutes. 
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From  the  Treasurer’s  Report  it  will  be  observed  (1)  that 
the  Income  of  the  Institution  from  the  Board  of  Patients,  &c., 
for  the  year  was  £15,005.  Is.  9d.,  and  the  Expenditure 
£15,160.  10s.  7d .,  shewing  a  deficiency  of  £155.  8s.  lOd. ; 
(2)  that  there  has  been  received  as  Annuities  and  Donations 
£142.  7s.;  (3)  as  Farm  profit  £287.  9s.  8d. ;  and  (4)  that  there 
has  been  expended  on  the  Asylum  building,  including  water 
pipe,  electric  lighting,  &c.,  during  the  year  £4,068.  6s.  lid. 

The  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  visited  the  Asylum  and 
Gray  House  twice  during  the  year.  The  following  is  an: 
Extract  from  Dr.  Eraser’s  Report,  dated  6th  and  7th  Dec¬ 
ember  1898 : — 

‘‘The  private  patients  have  increased  from  83  to  87  during, 
this  period  (from  4th  March  1897),  but  the  number  of  pauper 
patients  has  decreased  from  391  to  345.  The  reduction  in  the 
number  resident  is  42.  This  has  been  due  to  the  removal  of  I 
41  pauper  patients  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Dundee  Poor- 
houses,  and  to  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  pauper  patients 
sent  to  the  Asylum  during  the  past  few  months. 

“  It  is  understood  that  the  Directors  have  under  considera¬ 
tion  plans  for  the  erection  of  a  separate  building  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  intermediate  class  of  private  patients.  : 
The  number  of  this  class,  namely,  those  paying  from  £40  to 
£60,  is  at  present  59,  and  it  is  proposed  to  erect  a  separate ; 
Asylum  on  a  site  to  the  south  of  the  main  building  to  accom¬ 
modate  60  patients.  The  erection  of  this  building  will  permit 
of  the  whole  of  the  main  Asylum  being  occupied  by  pauper, 
patients  and  by  private  patients  paying  £25,  the  number  of 
whom  at  present  is  20.  It  is  clearly  pointed  out  in  the  pre¬ 
vious  entry  that  judging  from  the  statistics  of  the  past  10  years1 
additional  accommodation  for  200  patients  may  be  necessary- 
before  the  end  of  the  next  10  years  in  order  to  meet  the- 
requirements  of  the  surrounding  district.  It  will  be  evident 
that  the  removal  of  50  private  patients  of  the  intermediate* 
class  who  are  resident  in  the  main  building  to  the  new  Asylum, s. 
when  it  is  erected,  will  not  set  free  the  accommodation  necessary 
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o  to  meet  the  future  requirements.  The  manner  in  which  still 
a  further  accommodation  is  to  be  provided  will  require  early 
;;;  consideration  if  the  institution  is  to  continue  to  meet  the  wants 
M  of  the  district. 

“  The  Asylum  was  found  in  good  order.  The  medical 
■f,  treatment  of  the  patients  is  conducted  with  great  care.  It  is 
‘s'  recorded  with  satisfaction  that  a  Second  Assistant  has  been 
j  added  to  the  Medical  Staff.  Good  progress  is  being  made  with 
the  re-construction  of  the  lavatories  and  water-closets.  Electric 
j|  light  has  been  installed  into  the  main  building,  and  its  superior- 

i  ity  to  gas  as  an  illuminant  makes  it  an  improvement  of  great 
ff  value. 

“  Gray  House  was  found  in  excellent  order,  and  its  accom- 
u  modation  has  been  improved  by  considerable  additions  to  its 
furniture.  A  new  and  well-equipped  bath-room  has  been  pro- 
j|  vided.  A  large  and  well-selected  library  has  been  formed  for 
v  the  use  of  the  patients.” 

The  following  is  an  Extract  from  Dr.  Sibbald’s  Report, 
i|  dated  10th  February  1898  : — 

“  Gray  House  was  found  in  excellent  order.  It  continues 
)j  to  afford  comfortable  accommodation  for  patients  paying  the 

ii  higher  rates  of  board.” 

The  Medical  Superintendent’s  Report  shows  that  on  21st 
1  June  last  there  were  473  patients  in  the  Asylum,  185  males 
.8  and  288  females,  while  there  are  at  present  429,  that  number 
d  being  made  up  of  178  males  and  251  females,  147  having  been 
,3  admitted  during  the  year,  67  having  recovered,  50  having  died, 
8  38  having  been  removed  to  the  Lunatic  Wards  of  Poorhouses, 
I  12  to  other  Asylums,  5  by  friends,  9  by  Minutes  of  Parish 
')  Councils,  2  on  expiry  of  Emergency  Certificate,  1  by  order  of 
k  the  Sheriff,  3  by  escape,  and  1  by  expiry  of  sentence.

ft  On  the  21st  June  1897,  the  date  of  last  Annual  Meeting,  the 
j  number  of  patients  resident  in  the  Asylum  was  472,  but  of  these 
>?  two  were  voluntary  patients,  and  one  patient  was  temporarily  absent 
I  by  escape,  so  that  the  numbers  on  the  Registers  at  that  date  were 
3  184  males  and  287  females — 471  in  all.  Of  these,  82  were  private 
&  patients,  namely,  38  males  and  44  females ;  and  389,  namely,  146 
i  males  and  243  females,  were  paupers. 

147  have  since  been  admitted,  namely,  58  males  and  89  females. 
I  Of  these,  32  were  private  patients,  that  is,  persons  the  expense  of 
I  whose  maintenance  was  defrayed  by  their  relatives  or  friends ;  and 
£  115  were  patients  paid  for  in  whole  or  in  part  by  parish  rates.  As 
S  has  been  the  case  now  for  many  years,  the  great  majority  of  the  latter 
I  class  was  admitted  from  the  City  of  Dundee  and  immediate  neigh¬ 
bourhood,  but  13  were  also  received  from  the  following  parishes: — 
Monifieth,  Newtyle,  Monikie,  Glamis,  Lintrathen,  Kettins,  and 
Kingoldrum. 

The  number  of  private  patients  admitted  has  therefore  been 
;  double  that  of  the  previous  year ;  and  the  falling  oh  in  the  number 
of  pauper  cases,  115  as  against  146,  was  principally  due  to  a  con- 
I  siderable  number  of  patients  chargeable  to  Dundee  Parish  having 
!  been  sent  to  Montrose  Royal  Asylum. 

In  connection  with  this,  it  may  be  mentioned  that  no  patient  has 
i  been  refused  admission  into  the  Dundee  Asylum  since  the  year 
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1885,  and  that  at  present  all  the  pauper  patients  resident  are 
chargeable  to  Forfarshire  parishes  only. 

The  total  number  of  patients  treated  during  the  year  has  con¬ 
sequently  been  618,  in  all  being  two  less  than  the  corresponding 
number  for  last  year. 

Of  the  patients  under  treatment,  67  have  been  discharged 
recovered,  namely,  23  males  and  44  females,  13  being  private  and 
54  pauper  patients;  12  (6  males  and  6  females)  were  transferred  to 
other  Asylums,  being  chiefly  cases  found  chargeable  to  parishes 
beyond  the  boundaries  of  Forfarshire;  9  (3  males  and  6  females) 
were  removed  from  the  Asylum  by  Minutes  of  the  Parish  Councils 
of  Dundee  and  of  Monifieth ;  5  females  were  taken  home  by  their 
friends  more  or  less  improved ;  3  were  discharged  by  escape,  the  28 
days  allowed  under  the  Statute  having  expired  without  them  being 
returned  to  the  Asylum  ;  2  were  discharged  owing  to  lapse  of  the 
Emergency  Medical  Certificate  before  the  Sheriff’s  order  could  be 
obtained ;  one  on  the  completion  of  the  individual’s  term  of 
imprisonment,  when  a  new  order  had  to  be  procured  ;  and  one  by 
order  of  the  Sheriff  for  trial,  the  patient  being  detained  temporarily 
in  the  Asylum  as  a  place  of  safety.  38  patients  were  transferred  to 
the  Lunatic  Wards  of  the  Dundee  Poorhouses. 

Fifty  patients  have  died  during  the  year,  of  whom  16  were 
males  and  34  females.  There  remain  therefore  at  the  present  date 
179  males  and  251  females,  in  all  430  patients,  being  42  less  than 
the  corresponding  number  for  last  year. 

The  proportion  of  recoveries  calculated  on  the  number  of 
patients  admitted  is  therefore  45 -6  per  cent. ;  while  that  of  the 
deaths  calculated  on  the  whole  number  under  treatment  is  8 -09  per 
cent. 

The  character  of  mental  illness  exhibited  by  the  patients  on 
admission  was  very  much  the  same  as  in  previous  years.  46  were 
found  to  be  suffering  from  various  forms  of  maniacal  excitement ; 
43  from  melancholia ;  23  from  dementia;  32  from  monomania  or 
delusional  insanity ;  2  from  general  paralysis ;  and  one  from  idiocy. 


Their  physical  condition  on  admission  was  also  that  experienced 
in  former  years.  Thus,  while  only  26  were  in  really  good  bodily 
health,  75  were  in  a  state  that  could  only  be  described  as  fair  ;  41 
were  frail ;  and  5  very  frail — in  several  instances  being  in  advanced 
stages  of  paralysis.  Many  were  well  advanced  in  years,  19  being 
I  over  60,  the  ages  of  the  oldest  cases  being  71,  72,  76,  76,  77,  79,  and 
|  82  years  respectively. 

Nothing  of  a  very  special  nature  has  to  be  recorded  in  connection 
with  the  obituary  returns.  In  11  instances  death  was  due  to 
general  paralysis ;  in  8  to  senile  decay ;  in  5  to  heart  disease  ;  in  4 
:  to  organic  brain  disease ;  in  4  to  epilepsy ;  in  3  to  phthisis ;  in  3  to 
pneumonia ;  in  2  to  cardiac  dropsy ;  in  2  to  senile  chorea ;  in  2  to 
enteritis  ;  and  in  one  case  each  to  paralysis,  chronic  tuberculosis, 

:  cardiac  failure,  tumour  of  bladder,  cancer  of  stomach,  and  typhoid 
fever.  In  the  last  instance,  the  symptoms  during  life  were  very 
obscure,  but  the  lesions  revealed  on  post  mortem  examination  left 
|  no  doubt  as  to  the  cause  of  death,  so  that  it  must  have  been  one  of 
the  sporadic  examples  of  this  disease  which  from  time  to  time  are 
met  with. 

As  usual  post  mortem  examinations  were  'made  whenever  the 
consent  of  the  patient’s  relatives  could  be  obtained,  and  were  care¬ 
fully  carried  out  in  31  instances. 

With  regard  to  the  general  arrangements  of  the  Institution,  it 
has  to  be  recorded  that  the  Electric  Light  has  now  been  in  constant 
use  in  the  main  building,  &c.,  during  the  greater  part  of  the  winter, 
and  has  proved  a  great  boon  to  the  patients,  adding  much  to  their 
comfort,  and  consequently  to  their  general  contentment  and 
happiness.  But  a  very  important  feature  in  the  new  system  of 
lighting  is  its  thorough  safety,  and  in  this  respect  its  introduction 
to  the  farm  steading  is  invaluable,  reducing  as  it  does  to  a  minimum 
all  risk  of  fire,  which  might  so  readily  occur  were  ordinary  lamps  in 
use. 

At  Gray  House  the  light  has  now  been  in  use  for  17  months, 
and  no  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  its  production  or 
management. 
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The  general  painting,  papering,  and  renovations  referred  to  in 
last  Report  as  desirable  have  now  been  considerably  advanced,  and 
when  the  new  furniture,  also  contracted  for,  has  been  delivered,  will 
add  very  much  to  the  cheerfulness  and  comfortable  appearance  of 
the  rooms. 

In  the  appointment  of  Miss  Finch  as  Matron,  we  have  brought 
to  bear  for  the  first  time  in  its  history,  on  the  domestic  administra¬ 
tion  of  the  Institution,  the  qualifications  of  a  regular  Hospital  trained 
nurse.  There  can  be  little  doubt  that  sooner  or  later  such  appoint¬ 
ments  will  be  made  in  all  Asylums,  being  calculated  to  have  a  very 
beneficial  effect  on  the  welfare  of  the  patients  and  to  add  greatly  to 
the  efficiency  of  the  under  nurses  and  attendants.  As  tending  also 
to  promote  this,  for  many  years  now  it  has  been  customary  in  this 
Asylum  to  give  special  instruction  by  lectures  and  otherwise,  but 
much  still  requires  to  be  done  in  this  direction  before  a  thoroughly 
satisfactory  result  can  be  reached.  Hitherto  these  Classes  have 
been  carried  out  very  much  on  the  plan  adopted  in  Hospitals 
and  Infirmaries,  and  with  the  effect  of  adding  to  the  usefulness  and 
efficiency  of  the  Staff.  For  the  proper  treatment  of  the  insane, 
however,  it  is  especially  necessary  that  those  in  immediate  contact 
with  the  patients  should  be  in  thorough  sympathy  with  them,  and 
it  has  often  appeared  to  me  that  much  benefit  would  be  secured 
were  a  higher  class  of  nurses  available  than  can  at  present  be 
obtained  for  charge  nurses  and  attendants, — in  short,  were 
the  system  of  probationers,  which  has  been  found  to  act  so  well  in 
general  Hospitals,  also  introduced  into  Hospitals  for  the  Insane. 

Another  event  may  be  referred  to,  and  one,  indeed,  which  may 
be  said  to  mark  a  new  era  in  the  Asylum  history.  Some  years  ago 
the  Institution  was  formally  recognised  as  suitable  for  affording 
means  of  instruction  in  mental  diseases,  in  connection  with  the  Dundee 
University  College  and  St.  Andrews  University.  Hitherto,  there 
has  been  no  great  necessity  for  action  being  taken  in  this  direction, 
the  first  occasion  when  a  regular  course  of  Lectures  and  Demonstra¬ 
tions  was  called  for  being  during  the  summer  of  1896.  This  year, 
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however,  several  of  the  students  attending  the  Summer  Classes  at 
Dundee  University  College  having  expressed  a  desire  for  instruction 
in  mental  diseases,  the  Class  was  resumed  in  April,  and  has  just  been 
closed.  A  knowledge  of  insanity  and  its  treatment  being  now  an 
essential  part  of  medical  education,  the  number  of  Lectures  and 
Cliniques  is  fixed  by  the  different  Universities,  the  minimum  at 
present  being  6  Systematic  Lectures,  and  12  Cliniques  or  Demonstra¬ 
tions  held  in  the  wards,  where  the  patients  are  examined  and  their 
cases  described  to  the  Class.  On  the  present  occasion,  however,  I 
found  it  necessary  to  extend  this  to  8  Systematic  Lectures,  and 
16  Cliniques,  including  those  devoted  to  microscopical  pathology, 
Ac.,  before  full  justice  could  be  done  to  the  subject. 

In  view  of  the  agreement  now  established  between  Dundee  Uni¬ 
versity  College  and  St.  Andrews  University,  and  with  the  prospect 
that  ere  long  a  complete  medical  curriculum  will  be  possible  in 
Dundee,  the  importance  of  this  is  evident,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to 
know  that  the  Asylum  will  be  able  to  meet  satisfactorily  any  demand 
that  may  be  made  upon  it  in  this  respect.  Its  comparative  proximity 
to  the  town  renders  it  easily  accessible  to  the  students,  while  the 
large  number  of  patients  annually  admitted  from  all  classes  of  the 
community,  taken  along  with  its  records,  extending  now  over  a 
period  of  78  years,  and  including  the  histories  of  nearly  6,000  cases, 
its  museum,  and  reference  library,  containing  several  valuable 
works,  and  well  equipped  research  rooms  for  pathological 
investigations,  all  render  it  admirably  adapted  for  the  purpose  of 
instruction  in  mental  diseases. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  to  state  that  no  serious  accident  or 
untoward  event  has  occurred  to  mar  the  steady  and  progressive 

prosperity  of  the  past  year,  and  I  would  beg  to  record  my  thanks 
to  the  Committee  of  Management  and  to  the  Staff  of  the  Asylum 
for  the  hearty  co-operation  and  assistance  accorded  to  me  in  the 

discharge  of  my  duties.

The  following  are  the  present  Rates  of  Board,  subject,  however,  to  such 
alterations  as  the  Directors  shall  judge  proper,  which  must  necessarily  vary 
according  to  the  state  of  the  funds,  and  the  expenses  of  the  establishment. 
The  Board  in  all  cases  must  be  paid  quarterly  and  in  advance.  Before  the 
entry  of  a  Patient  the  Board  to  be  paid  up  for  one  quarter. 

I.  For  Private  Patients. 

First  Class  -  -  -  £25  0  0  per  Annum. 

Note. — This  rate  is  only  for  special  cases,  admitted  by 

authority  of  the  Directors. 

Second  Class  -  -  -  40  0  0  per  Annum. 

Third  Class  -  -  -  -  60  0  0  „ 

Fourth  Class  -  -  -  120  0  0  „ 

Fifth  Class  -  -  -  180  0  0 

II.  For  Pauper  Patients  (including  Clothes,  &c.)  11/-  to  12/6 
per  week. 

When  a  Patient  is  admitted,  one  Quarter’s  Board,  as  fixed  by  the  Directors, 
shall  be  paid  in  advance  to  the  Medical  Superintendent,  and  afterwards  in 
advance  quarterly  to  the  Treasurer,  on  the  1st  day  of  January,  the  1st  of  April, 
the  first  of  July,  and  the  1st  of  October.  No  part  of  any  payment  in  advance, 
except  in  the  case  of  paupers,  shall  be  returned,  except  in  special  cases,  to  be 
judged  of  by  the  Committee  of  Management  ;  and  if  any  Patients  who  have 
been  removed  shall  return  to  the  Asylum,  they  shall  be  admitted  in  the  same 
manner  as  if  they  had  never  been  in  the  Asylum,  and  pay  accordingly. 

The  Patients  shall  have  no  claim  to  remuneration  for  work  done. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  requiring  the  benefit  of  the  Institution  can  be  accom¬ 
modated  with  commodious  apartments,  distinct  from  the  other  Patients,  with  a 
servant  if  required.
